In official circles, according to a bulletin given to the press by the Min-

of Columbus in Guadalajara was closed and sealed against that body 
one year ago. Without sanction of law or right the Knights were ordered out 
of their own building. They were forbidden to meet. They were declared 
public enemies.

Still a million of their brethren in the United States have not said a word. 
They probably are the victims, like the rest of us, of a conspiracy of secrecy 
and silence that veils the persecution of the Catholic Church and all things 
Catholic in Mexico. 

One month ago, without any intimation, the governor of Jalisco, with 
a ragamuffin cohort of his soldiers, suddenly descended on the seminary of 
Guadalajara, With drawn swords they charged the building. They battered 
down the doors and ordered the priests and seminarians to leave within five 
minutes. There was nothing else for the defenselesss men to do. Immediately 
the house was vacated, the process of looting began. 

The writer of this story has visited that seminary and has marvelled at 
its wretched poverty. It was a mere makeshift. The old seminary had been 
robbed under the revolution of Obregon. Pitiful as its treasures were, the 
necessary bed and bedding, the poor tables and refectory, the cheap desks 
of the students, all were loaded in trucks *nd carted off to be sold, and the 
proceeds to be added to the graft of the representatives of Calles in the 
State of Jalisco. There were articles of value in the seminary of Guadalajara. 
These were the equipment of the physical and chemica! laboratories. 

In some queer fashion such signs of learning are a raging challenge to 
the Mexican revolutionist. He who has learned to glibly taunt the Catholic 
Church with its ignorance, becomes a raving maniac in the presence of even 
the symbols of learning. It may be stated here that the seminary was the 
property of an American citizen, Mr. Matthew Carroll. Its possession was 
registered in Mexico City.

The valiant army next. turned its at‘;ntion against the Convent of Car- 
melite nuns. The cowardice of this procedure needs no comment. Of course 
nuns have no defense. They are the prey -of evéry covetous revolutionist.

III. Because I might and would do great harm and very little good. It 
might be possible for me to go out tomorrow and win a dozen Catholic Mex- 
icans over to the Protestant standard. Yet, what would I be doing? Destroy 
ing their faith in one Christian denomination. By so doing they might in 
turn easily be persuaded later to infidelity. 

IV. I cannot betome a proselyter because I could not conscientiously 


carry on my charitable work with the unselfishness that I should. Instead, 


by persevering in an attitude of neutrality and indifference, | may treat all 
alike and favor none. 

V. If I became an anti-Catholic proselyter I would be mistrusted by 
the Mexicans. Furthermore, I would lose even my own self-respect.

It 
would be more convenient if the 
whole world were counting the 
days according to the same cal- 
endar; but you cannot force even 
the Uniate Catholics to observe 
the Gregorian calendar, when 
they prefer the Julian. Japanese

On Easter day, this year, in its report on the Holy Week 
services in the large basilicas in Rome, it embodied this para- 
graph:
